The General Has to Answer for Getting 
on the Grass. 


SEVERAL PROFFER HELP T0 HIM 


United States Senators and Repre- 
sentatives Go to His Aid. 


WEALERS STILL REFUSE TO WORK 


They Can Get Something to Do if They 
Are Anxious, but They Decline 
to Labor. 


Washington, May 4.—Jacob 8S. Coxey, 
sgommander of the commonweal of Christ; 
Carl Browne, its chief marshal, and Christo- 
pher Columbus Jones, leader of the Phila- 
delphia. contingent of the army of peace, 
were tried in the city police court today 
on the charge of violating the United States 
statutes in unlawfully displaying a banner 
or ‘device in the capitol grounds and in 
‘breaking shrubbery and plants there. 

The case was called at 10 o'clock, after 
a number of minor cases had been disposed 
of. At this hour every seat in the court- 
room was occupied and a number of people 
were standing around the walls, but the 
chamber was by no means crowded. 

Andrew Lipscomb, formerly assistant dis- 
trict attorney, who had been retained by 
the defendants, was surrounded by a little 
group of populist congressmen, including 
Lafe Pence, of Colorado; Hudson, of Kan- 
sas; Bowen, of Minnesota, and Kem, of 
Nebraska; Colonel Redstone, the local Coxey 
agent, and Mrs. Rucker, a lawyer and a 
commonweal sympathizer. 

Mr. Lipscomb opened the case by filing a 
motion to squash the information against 
the defendants on the ground that the law 
‘under which they were charged was void, 
jin that it prohibited the constitutional 
rights of petition fof a redress of grievances 
and conferred on the speaker of the house 
and the president of the senate certain 
prerogatives contrary to the constitution. 

Alexander Mulloney, assistant United 
States district attorney, followed Mr. 
Lipscomb with an amended information, 
which charged Coxey, Browne and Jones 
with simply “stepping upon the turf in 
the capitol grounds instead of injurying 
shrubs and plants, in addition to the charge 
of carrying a banner or device into the 
capitol reservation. 

Mr. A. Mulloney told the court that 
Mr. A. A. Birney, tne United States dis- 
trict attorney, would represent the govern- 
ment and a minute later he entered. 

Samuel Hyman, who appeared for Browne 
and ‘Jones, opened the case with a motion 


- to squash on the ground that the informa- 


tion was: bad in substances. 
“Senator Allen on Hand. 

The populist senator, Mr. Allen, of Nebras- 
ka, arose and said that iie did not appear as 
an attorney, but merely for the purpose of 
seeing the men on trial have a fair and im- 
partial hearing, which he was sure would 
be accorded them. The senator took the 
position that congress could not,pass a law, 
the operation of which was to depend upon 
the judgment of some other branch of the 
government or some other individual. As 
was provided in section 10 of the act in 
question, congress had no power to pass 
a law which might be suspended by the 
judicial department of the government or 
by any other official or individual of the 
land. Congress might as well give power to 


the governor of his state or the czar of 


tussia as to confer it upon the vice presi- 
dent or the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, who were mentioned in the stat- 
ute as the proper persons to give power 
or license to pass through the capitol 
grounds,or carry a banner. He contended 
that the“power of the executive branch of 
the government was ‘full and plenty. There- 
fore, he said, that the exercise of such a 
power on the part of the president or

- power to assemble.and petition congress for 


a redress of grievances carries with it 
the irrésistible implication that the right to 
assemble is at the seat of government. It 
is all right if they assemble and present a 
petition to congress by staying in Pennsyl- 
vania or anywhere else. ‘‘Now I want to 
know,’’ Mr. Allen said# ‘‘Where the line 
of demarcation is?’’ 

Judge Miller interrupted Senator Allen to 
Say no man, who. was a citizen of the 
United States, failed to recognize that he 
had a right to petition congress for redress 
of whatever grievances he might haye, 
but it depended upon what manner the pe- 
tition was presented in and laws were 
clearly against such an ass@mbly in the 
capitol grounds. 

Senator Allen continued\\by contending 
that so long as the people Who assembled 
did not obstruct the highways; so long as 
they did not undertake to enter the halls 
of congress, the courts were powerless to 
interfere. Congress, he asserted, had the 
power to legislate, but not to legislate to 
prevent a peaceable assembly. | 

Judge Miller’s Decision. 

After Mr. Lipscomb had been heard also 
for the defense Judge Miller said that if 
tongress had the right to prevent a body 
af men from entering the senate chamber 
{9 present their grievance they certa‘nly 
had the same right to say whether the 
Same body should enter the capitol grounds. 
The argument made by the counsel for the 
defense was a perversion and a subterfuge, 
and should receive no serious attention. 
The invasion of fhe capitol grounds was a 
Sr0ss violation of the police regulacion 
mede to carry out the law of congress. The 
right to petition was not germane to the 
issue, which was whether the laws or regu- 
lations for the protection of\ the capitol 
grounds had been violated’ by Mr. Coxey. 

The judge went on to explain his views 
and the question when Carl Browne, who 
‘WS standing directly in front of the judge, 
made a remark interrupting the magistrate. 
Judge Miller reprimanded Browne and- said 
that if he made another comment he would 
order him locked up. 

Representative Van Voorhis, of New York, 
Who was present as a spectator, held that 
the complaint was not sufficient to place 
Mr. Coxey behind iron bars. It was the 
Most trivial case imaginable. This gentle- 
Man, whom he did not know and had never 
-ween before, walked peaceably from Ohio 
With a petition in his hand and while on the 


“Way was clubbed by a policeman. 


At this point Judge Miller interrupted co 
S2y that the fact was not under considera- 
tion; that the question was Whether the in- 
Sictment was legal. 

The motion was overruled and then 
Representative Pence, of California, notified 
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the court that he woulda defend Coxey. 
Mr. Lipscomb made a motion for a sever- 


sance of the cases on the ground that vari- 


ous offenses charged against Coxey and 
Browne occurred at a differant place and 
time, but he was also ovérruled by Judge 
Miller and an appeal noted. 

A Jury Selected. 

The court reassembled at 1:30 o'clock and 
after some delay a jury was selected and 
sworn, consisting of the following persons: 
T. O. Jones, W. W. Hazelem, grocers; G. 
W. McGruber, W. M. Bailey, painters; 
W. J. Hollenden, builder; William Holl- 
dende, shoe dealer; John J. Dix, colored, 
barber; John O. Crown, Jvlun J. Eickhorn, 
real estate; R. B. Tretler, stenographer; 
William J. Reinhart, shoe dealer, and A. A. 
McLoskey. 


Assistant District Attorney Mulloney then: 


addressed the jury explaining the charges 
against Coxey, Browne and Jones and the 
law applicable to the charges. The hearing 
of testimony was then begun. 

The principal witness was Major Moore, 
chief of police. He stated that he gave 
Coxey a permit to parade. but the permit 
denied Coxey the permission to march 
through public reservations. He told Coxey 
that he could not speak ‘on the capitol 
grounds, but Coxey replied that, “as the 
schedule had been carried out so far, he 
intended to complete it.’ 

They Didn’t Want Work. 

A real estate owner who wished to clear 
and improve a suburban tract offered Coxey 
a healthful location for his camp and $500 
in cash if the commonwealers would do 
the work which would occupy them several 
weeks. The offer was made in good faith 
and Coxey was inclined to accept, but 
Browne was unwilling to move the camp 
so far from Washington, so the offer was 
declined. 

Cexey said in court today that he had 
not. yet been successful in renting a new 
place for the camp. His object is to keep 
the men in the city in some accessible place 
so that he can continué to exhibit them and 
gather in the quarter dollars paid to see 
his show, but the novelty of the whole 
business was now worn off. 

Frye’s Army. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 4.—General Frye’s 
industrial army will leave here Sunday for 
Washington. It is expected that the army 
will number 500. Today an appeal was is- 
sued to the public in which the railroads 
are denounced tor refusing them transpor- 
tation, the mayor scored for denying them 
work that they may purchase shoes, the 
American Bible Society criticized for refus- 
ing to furnish them with Testaments and 
the local press severely censured for speak- 
ing slightly of the movement, The army 
is in hard lines and is kept together with 
difficulty. They will leave on foot and in 
wagons. 

Did Not Steal a Train. 

Tacoma, Wash,. May 4.—The latest infor- 
mation from the scene of iast night’s dis- 
turbance on the Northern Pacific railroad is 
that the Puyallup commonwealers did not 
actually steal a freight train. They piled 
on boara in large numbers, but made no 
attempt to take charge of it. When ordered 
to get off they did so, but immediately 
climbed bacK again. Their plan is to steal 
their way to Spokane in small squads, mak- 
ing that city their rendezvous, and then 
‘proceed east via the Great Northern. The 
train was side tracked at Palmer, and 
United States marshals have gone there to 
take charge of it. 

Fitzgerald's Crusaders. 

New York, May 4.—Socialists and populists 
to the number of a thousand, gathéred in 
the Germania assembly rooms this evening 
to welcome the crusaders under General 
Fitzgerald, from Boston. Morrison lL. Swift, 
the organizer of the army, addressed the 
assemblage. He launched off into a Aenun- 
ciation of the police of New York. Then he 
told about a flag he had designed for the 
use of the army. In place of the stars and 
stripes, he would have a flag with a blue 
body and yellow spots painted on it. The 
yellow marks would stand for the brass 
buttons of the policemen and the gold 
dollars of the capitalists, This, he thought, 
would very properly-typify the spirit of the 
American people today. Times of the work- 
ingmen would date from the time congress 
was controlled by the populists and social- 
ists. 

At 10 o'clock tomorrow the army will 
start for Washington. 


ANOTHER WEARY DAY. 


Quay Entertafns the Senators by 
Reading Magazine Articles. 
Washington, May 4.—Immedately after 
the routine morning business in the sen- 
ate Mr, Hunton asked unanimous consent 
to proceed to the consideration of the 
senate bill to remit the penalties on -the 

dynamite gun cruiser Vesuvius. 

‘“‘Before that bill is considered,’’ Mr. Al- 
lison remarked, ‘‘we should be sure of the 
presence of a quorum.” 

The roll was thereupon called and forty- 
eight senators—five more than a quorum— 
responded. 

Mr. Hunton then renewed his request, but 
as Mr. Chandler manifested a desire to de- 
bate the bill, Mr. Harris objected, and on 
his motion the senate proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill. 

The amendments agreed upon in the demo- 
cratic conference yesterday relating to the 
income tax on corporations were presented, 
laid on the table and ordered printed and 
then Mr. Quay began the fifth installment 
of his speech. Mr. Quay’s speech con- 
sisted largely of extracts from newspapers 
and magazine articles touching the sugar 
trust and of voluminous tables showing 
the production of sugar in various countries, 
the quantities imported into the United 
States and the price of the raw and refined 
article. These were all read at full length 
and in the most monotonous of voices either 
by Mr. Quay or by Mr. Gallinger, who oc- 
casionally came to his relief and did some 
of the reading. Finally at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon the patience of the democratic 
senators seemed to be exhausted and Mr. 
Harris moved, with Mr. Quay’s consent, to 
proceed with executive business: This mo- 
tion was agreed to. 

The doors remained closed until 2:50 
o’clock, when the senate adjourned until 
tomorrow. 


RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The House Devotes the Day to Its 
Consideration. 

Washington, May 4:—This being Friday 
consideration of the private calendar was 
the order in the house under the rules, 
but the motion to take it up was not 
made, and, on motion of Mr. Catchings, 
chairman of the committee on rivers and 
harbors the house went into committee 
of the’ whole for further consideration of 


the river and harbor appropriation bill for , 


the year ending June 30, 1895. The bill 
was read for amendment and discussion un- 
der the five minute rule. 

A*number of amendments were made, gen- 
erally on motion of Mr. Catchings. The 
only one affecting the southern states east 
of the Mississippi river was one authorizing 
the expenditure of $10,000 of the appropri- 
ation for Mobile harbor in keeping it clear 
of logs and other obstructions. 

Several members endeavored to secure 
increases of the appropriations for works 
in their districts, but, lacking the support 
of the chairman of the committee, were 
unsuccessful. 

At 6:05 o’clock, the consideration of the 
bill having been completed, the conimittee 
rose and it was reported to the house. Five 
minutes later the bill had been passed. The

THE OLD MAN HAS PLENTY OF NERVE 


He Returns to Gis District and Gets an 
Ovation—The Only Hiss Comes 
from the Locomotive.

Lexington, Ky., May 4.—In anticipation 
of Colonel Breckinridge’s campaign for re- 
nomination for congress, this city is rapidly 
filling up with politicians and newspaper 
correspondents. The excitement is intense, 
and there are alréady signs of serious trou- 
ble among the factions. It wus rumored 
today that Senator Hodges, editor of The 
Observer, had threatened to hold Editor 
Moore responsible for any attack his pa- 
per contained on Hodge’s defense of Breck- 
inridge. Editor Moore had the senator 
placed under a $500 bond to keep the peace. 

Breckinridge at Lexington. 

Colonel W. C.-P. Breckinridge arrived at 
Lexington at 6:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
over the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad. 
Five hundred citizens were present to meet 
him, the larger number of them being his 
supporters. His son, Desha, was the first 
man to shake hands with him as he alighted 
trom the train. His admirers then crowded 
around him so rapidly that his progress 
was stopped, and he had to shake hands 
with at least three hundred stalwart Ken- 
tuckians. 

While this pleasant proceeding was going 
on an old gray-headed man shouted: ‘‘Three 
cheers for Breckinridge!’”’ Two hundred 
voices responded, not with three, but with 
three times three cheers, which drowned 
the hissing steam escaping from the loco- 
motive. 
feeling unusually well, but that Mrs. Breck- 
inridge had remained in Washington on ac- 
count of a slight indisposition. 

“TIT will speak here tomorrow afternoon;” 
Said the congressman, ‘“‘and at Paris nexf 
Monday. I have no further plans. I will 
consult several of my friends here and we 
may decide on something additional. I am 
well pleased with the warm reception I 
have received.’’

CALL FORCES THE FIGHT. ’ 


He Is Doing All He Can to Defeat 
Wilson. 

Washington, May 4.—(Specia!.)\—The fight 
over the confirmation of George W. Wilson, 
as collector of internal revenue for Florida, 
is still waging in the senate. The entire 
executive session of more than three hours 
was devoted to it today. Senator Pasco is 
fighting for Wilson. Senator.Call is vigor- 
ous and almost vicious against him. Mr. 
Call is almost making it a personal matter 
and is calling upon his brother senators to 
aid him. The fight has led to decided feel- 
ing between the two Florida senators. Wil- 
son is a strong friend of Senator Pasco’s, 
while Senator Call seems to have a personal 
grievance against him. It has been agreed 
that the senate shall go into executive ses- 
sion again early tomorrow and remain un- 
til the case is decided. The chances are 
in favor of Wilson being confirmed by a 
smal. majority. 

Mr. Hill Stands Alone. 

The senate spent this afternoon in exec- 
utive session. 

Tomorrow will probably likewise be de- 
voted to executive session, as there is a 
disposition in the senate to await the 
amendments. to be offered by the finance 
committee before continuing further the 
discussion on the tariff bill. It may be 
Tuesday before the bill is debated again 
but it is now a settled fact that the senate 
will pass a tariff bill and that very soon. 
Last evening’s caucus decided that every 
democrat except Mr. Hill agrees to vote 
for the bill with the amendments to be of- 
fered by the finance committee. 

Liberal concessions have been made to all 
the kickers and all are in line except Mr. 
Hill, who holds out against the income tax. 
It is said he will fight it all the way 
through, step by step, but that is not 
probable. The idea of the senate leaders 
was to get together and pass some sort of 
a bill. 

It will not be satisfactory to many, but 
the house. will straighten it out in confer- 
ence and makea bill which, when it final- 
ly becomes a law, will redeem the pledger 
of the platform and be welcomed by the 
country.

Memorials and Resolutions Presented. 
Rev. Sam Jones's Trial. 
Memphis, Tenn., May 4.—The history of 
the church consumed the'larger share of the 
day’s session of the general conference 
of the Methodist piscopal church, south, 

today. 

After a iong discussion the conference 
adopted a resolution “that the history of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
descends in regular order from the estab- 
lishment of Methodism in the United States 
and not from the time the division was 
made by the national body. 

Memorials and resolutions were presented 
from the several conferences on matters re- 
lating to the Epworth League, division of 
the discipline, boundaries, episcopacy, Sun- 
day schools and Sunday school literature 
and other subjects of vital interest to the 
church. These documents were read by iti- 
tles and sent to the secretary to be referred 
to the apyropriate committees. 

The appeal taken by George D. Marndea- 
ville to the general conference of the mat- 
ter of his expulsion from the church by 
the Louisiana conference was rcached. Dr. 
Parker was appointed to defend him. 

The trial of Rev. Sam P. Jones, the noted 
evangelist, who was suspended by the 
Georgia conference because he refused to 
perform regular pastoral duties, will come 
up next week. Rev. Sam Jones is here to 
defend himself. He is particularly severe 
on the bisaops and lively times are antici- 
pated when the case is called. 


RIOT AT THE MINES. 


Upon Strikers and Is Wounded. 

Scottdale, Pa., May 4.—A riot occurred at 
the works of the McClure Coke Company, 
two miles from here, at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Tuesday a start was made at this 
plant and Superintendent Boss and the 
store clerks have been acting as deputies, 
and .all were armed with Winchesters. 
The men were determined to drive out the 
men who were working. This morning 
they marched to the ovens for the purpose 
of making the drawers leave. As they ape 
proached, it is said that Sanford White, the 
assistant superintendent, fired a shot at 
them. As soon as the men heard the re- 
port they swooped down upon the works 
like madmen. White Opened fire and before 
they reached *thim three had fallen in their 
tracks. The angered strikers did not stop. 
They reached White and Bookkeeper Ew- 
ing Roddy and before assistance arrivey 
both were horribly beaten and left by the 
Hungarians for dead. Two of the Hunga- 
rians will die and White’s injuries are s: 
serious that he may not Yecover. Roddy is 
also. badly injured. 

The Alabama Strikers. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 4.—The coal min- 
ers’ strike in this district seems no nearer 
its close today than when it began three 
weeks ago. Both strikers and operators re- 
main firm. The continuation of the strike 
much longer threatens to cause the closing 
down of a number of industries on account 
of the shortage in the coal supply. Already 
a number of coke ovens have banked, and 
two furnaces are preparing to blow out. 

It looks as if the struggle will be a long 
one, and while all is quiet, apprehension is 
felt, because every day marks a reduction 
in ‘the food supply of the strikers. 

MINERS ARRESTED.

The signs have created a deal of excite- 
ment and read: ‘“‘Notice—You are hereby 
warned to quite work by all the respecta- 
ble miners of Alabama, and stay cut with 
the rest of us who are trying to carn living 
wages for ourselves and families, and if 
you don’t do as we want you to, we are go- 
ing to make short work of all the black- 
legs and we are not going to be long about 
it. If you don’t believe it just work on and 
see.”’ 

All Out at Coal Creek. 

Jellico, Tenn., May 4.—W. C. Webb, mem- 
ber of. the national committee of ythe Unit- 
ed Miners’ Association, has jusy returned 
from Coal Creek where he has been in the 
interest of the organization. He reports all 
miners out today. All but one mine there 
quit work last Monday, but since then all 
had resumed work again. They were now 
out to stay until a national settlement is 
made. Upon the action of the Coal Creek 
miners depends the success of the Jellico 
region. Webb says the outlook for success 
is bright for the miners. 


PRIMARIES IN HAMILTON COUNTY. 


The Programme for the Convention 
Seems Pretty Well Made Up. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 4.—(Special.)— 
Primaries were held in every precinct in 
Hamilton county tonight by the democrats 
to nominate candidates for county offices. 
The only places on the ticket over which 
there were contests were those of sheriff, 
county judge and county court clerk. The 
ticket which will be named at tomorrow's 
convention will be for county judge, the 
present incumbent, Hugh Whiteside; for 
county clerk, Bob Cooke: for sheriff, L. J. 
Sharp. 

R. L. Craig, Robert Hend¢rson and H. F. 
Rogers will be nominated respectively for 
trustee, circuit court clerk and register 
without cppcsition, Four candidates were 
in the race for shrievalty honors, but it is 
conceded that Sharp, ex-county chairman 
of the campaign committee, will wir, while 
Whiteside will pull in ahead of J. W. Clift, 
a former state representative, for judge. 

Candidates here never worked so hard 
before nor did curbstofie politics ever flour- 
ish as now. A heavy vote was polled to- 
night in all the wards, but no serious dis- 
orders cecurred.

That Special Investigating Committee 
Makes an Adverse Report. 


HE EXCEEDED HIS AUTHORITY 


Laborers Have the Right to Strike 
at Any Time. 


URGED 


NEW LEGISLATION § [8 


The Law as It Stands Needs Clearing Up. 
The Judge May Have Been Thorougly 
Conscientious in His Decision. 


Washington, May 4.—The subcommittee of 
the house committee on judiciary which was 
appointed to investigate the circumstances 
attending the issue of an injunction en- 
joining the Northern Pacific employes from 
striking and to inquire as to whether Judge 
Jenkins, who issued the injunction, had 
exceeded his judicial power and used his 
office to intimidate the employes of the 
railroad company, made their report to 
the full committee today. The report was 
read to the committee, but no action was 
taken upon it. It is signed by 
Messrs. Boatner and Terry, the 
two democratic members of the commit- 
tee. It is probable that Mr. Stone, the 
republican member of the subcommittee, 
may make a minority report after the full 
committee shall have considered the sub- 
committee report. The subcommittee find 
that the object and purpose of both waits 
of injunction was to prevent the employes 
of the Northern Pacific Railway Company 
from striking, that is, from withdrawing 
from the service in a body, which the court 
was informed by the officials of the road 
would result in a suspension of its opera- 
tions and inflict great damage to the prop- 
erty and inconvenience to the general pub- 
lic. - 

The order which practically compelled the 
employes to accept a lower rate of wages, 
and which prevented the officers of the la- 
bor organizations from the discharge of one 
of the most important functions in their 
possession, is in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, a gross abuse of judicial authority, 
without the warrant of law, and void. The 
committee is also of the opinion that the 
men had a perfect rigut to withdraw from 
the services of the company, singly or in a 
body, if they saw fit to do so; that they had 
a lawful right to combine to obtain the 
best terms of employment and any order 
of the court which practically deprived 
them of that right is’ a violation of their 
personal liberty. The injurious effect of an 
exercise by them of a lawful right 
in the interests of corporations and the 
public could not justly be taken into con- 
sideration by the court. The committee 
finds no sufficient evidence to sustain any 
charges against the judge as he may have 
conscientiously believed that he had the 
power to issue the writ complained of and 
that a proper occasion for the exercise of 
this power was presented. The committee 
recommended, however, that to set at rest 
and doubt on the subject, a prohibitory 
statute be enacted which will prevent a 
recurrency of such orders. It also recom- 
mends the enactment of a statute drifting 
and limiting the powers of United States 
judges in proceedings for contempt. 


INCOME TAX AMENDMENTS. 


Senator Vest Reports the Committee 
Amendments. 

Washington, May 4.—Mr. Vest, from the 
senate committee on finance, this morning 
reported the committee amendments on the 
ircome tax which are as follows: 

Sections 59, 60 and 61 are stricken out and 
the following section substituted therefor: 

“That there shall be levied and collected 
a tax of 2 per cent per annum on the net 
profits or income, above ordinary working 
or operating expenses. of ail banks, bank- 
ing institutions, trust companies, saving 
institutions, fire, marine, life and other in- 
surance companies, railroad, canal,turnpike, 
canal navigation, slack water, telephone, 
telegraph, express, eiectrie light, gas, wa- 
ter, street railway companies, and all other 
corporations, companies or associations do- 
ing business for profit in the United States, 


‘no matter how created and organized. 


“That such tax shall be paid on or be- 
fore the first day of July in each yeer, and 
if the president or other chief officer of any 
corporation, company or assoc‘ation shall 
neglect or refuse to file with the coljector 
of internal revenues for the district in 
which said corporation, company or essoci- 
ation shall be located or engaged in busi- 
ness, a statement verified by bis oath or af- 
firmation, showing the amount of net profits 
or income received by said corporation, 
company or association, during the whole 
calendar year preceding the date of filing 
said statement as hereinafter required, the 
corporation, company or association making 
default shall forfeit as a penalty the sum of 
$1,000 and 10 per cent of the amount of gax- 
es due, for each menth until the rame is 
paid, the payment of said penalty to be ene 
forced as provided in other cases of neglect 
and refusal to pay penalties and the funds 
used under the internal revenue laws. 

‘The net profits or income of all corpor- 


-ations, companies or associations shall in- 


clude the amounts paid to shareholders and 
bondholders, or holders of »ertificates cf in- 
debtedness of any kind, or carried to the ac- 
count of fund, or used for construction, en- 
largement of plant, or any other expendi- 
ture or investment repr2s2a’*ing the ret 
profits made or accrued hy raid corpora- 
tions, companies or associations, 
Church Incomes Exempt. 

“That nothing herein con*ained shall ap- 
ply to states, counties or miunicipa” ties, nor 
to corporations, CO. ipauies oF e*sOCle tions 
organized and conducted solely for ¢rerita- 
ble, religious or educational purposes, ror to 
the stocks, shares, funds or s¢curities held 
by any fiduciary or trustee for charitable, 
religious or ys mang purposes; nor to 
such building ‘and loan associations as are 
organized under the laws of any state or 
territory or the District of Colum ia which 
make loans Snly to their sharenolders to en- 
able them to provide for themselves homes.” 

There are twenty-three additional amend- 
ments designed to remove certain objection- 
able features and lessen the stringency of 
the law. Where a penalty is attached in 
the case one renders a fraudulent r-.urn the 
language has been gfianged so as to read: 
“A wilfully false or fraudulent” return. In 
case of failure or refusal to make return the 
collector is directed ot maxe the list by 
the examination of tne person, etc., the 
words “by the examination of his books 
or accounts” being stricken out. 

In many particulars througtiout the in- 
come tax feature the present wording re- 
lates to the acts of any “person,” and in 
other places the word, “corporation’’ alone 
is used. These have been amended so as 
to include companies and associations. 

At the end of section 6%, which regulates 


the payment of the tax by persons drawing 
salaries in excess of $4,000, there has been 
added the following provision: 

“Provided, that salaries due to state,coun- 
ty or municipal otticers shall be exempt 
from the income tax herein jevied.”’ 

The section of the revised statutes (3176), 
which reads: “that the collector or any 
deputy collector in any district shall erter 
into and upon premises, if it be necessary, 
of any person therein who has taxable 
property and who refuses or neglects to 
make any return, etc.,”” has been amended 
SO as to read: “that when any person, cor- 
poration, company or association refuses’ 
the collector or his deputies may make out 
a return, the authority to enter upon ftie 
premises being stricKen out. 

Limited to Five Years. 

The limit of time during which rhe tax 
shall be in operation is fixed at from Janu- 
ary 1, 1895, to January 1, 1900. 

At the end of section 55, which relates to 
the method of computing and estimating 
incomes, there has been added the toiiow- 
ing: 
‘‘Provided, also, that in computing the 
income of any person, corporation, cor ya- 
ny or association, there shall not Ye mclud- 
ed the amount received from any curpora- 
tion, company or association as int2r’st or 
dividends upon the bonds or stocks of such 
corporation, company or association, if the 
tax of 2 per cent has been paid upon its net 
profits by said corporation, cempany or as- 
sociation as required by this act.’’ 

From section 55, which describes what 
shall be taxable, the following clause has 
been expunged: 

“And the share of any person in the gains 
or profits of all companies, whether incor- 
porated or not, who would be entitled to 
the same if divided, whether divided or 
otherwise, except the amount of income re- 
ceived from institutions or corporations 
whose officers, as required. by law, withhold 
a percentum of the dividends, interest, 
gains, profits and income made by such in- 
stitutions or corporations and pay the same 
to the officer autMorized to receive the 
same.”’

OPPOSITION TO THE BONDS. 


A Non-Resident Property Owner Asks 
the Court to Enjoin. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 4.—(Special.)—A 
sensation was sprung on the people of Jack- 
sonville today by the taking of legal steps 
to prevent the city from issuing the $1,000,000 
in bonds voted for at an election held in 
October last. A strong effort is being made 
to stop the sale of the bonds, for which 
New York, Philadelphia and western 
brokers have been bidding. The proceeding 
is in the form of a petition which was filed 
in the United States court late yesterday 
afternoon by Bisbee & Rinehart, attorneys 
for John H. Colvin, praying for a tempo- 
rary injunction against the city to@revent 
the issuance of the $1,000,000 of bonds.*The 
petition is directed against the city of Jack- 
sonville and D. U. Fletcher, mayor, and 
is made by John H. Colvin, who sets forth 
that he is a citizen of Chicago and that he 
is the owner of property in Jacksonville to 
the value of $10,000, which is subject to an 
assessment if the bonds are issued. 

The petition is a lengthy document. Its 
general charge is that the bond election was 
illegal, and that, therefore, the bonds are 
not properly authorized by the municipality 
and the people. Bids for the floating of 
these bonds were opened about three weeks 
ago and the bond trustees are now negotiat- 
ing with the firm of W. N. Coler & Co., of 
New York, for taking the whole issue at 
par on a commission. The bonds bear 5 
per cent interest, and are for general public 
improvements. The general impression is 
that the injunction will be issued from the 
United States court as prayed for. 


HARRISON IN NEW YORK. 


The Ex-President Says His Visit Has 
No Political Significance. 

New York, May 4.—Ex-President Harri- 
son arrived at the Fifth Avenue hotel from 
Cincinnati this evening. General Harrison 
was seen by a reporter, and in the course 
of conversation said:

New York, May 4.—R. G. Dun & Co." 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 
“It is now, as it has been for nearly @ 
year, the amazement of intelligent observ- 
ers that the United States suffers so little 
from reverses which other lands shgre, but 
which fall more heavily here than anywhere 
else. The past week has seen events which 
would suffice to cause or to explain much 
disaster. Strikes of nearly all bituminous 
coal miners and coke workers, with nu- 
merous riots, strikes of many thousand 
men in other employments, stoppage of 
many manufacturing works in consequence, 
arrest of traffic on several great railroads 
by lawless proceedings and the tramping of 
discontentned men, in all numbering several 
thousand, towards the national capital in 
the hope of controlling legislation; the low- 
est price ever known for wheat and almost 
the lowest prices ever known for commodi- 
ties as a whole, exports of $5,400,000 gold, 
instead of abnormally cheapened products 
and the fall of the treasury gold reserve 
below the $100,000,000 limit, are significant of 
widespread difficulty. Yet the volume cf 
‘business is but 31.3 per cent less than & 
year ago. In some directions signs of im- 
provement appear even now and the sublime 
faith of the people in their future is shown 
in the general belief that strikes and disor- 
ders will quickly disappear. 

“Tt is also important that prices of iron 
and steel products promptly advanced in 
answer to the stoppage of some works 
through strikes, indicating that the re 
cent improvement on the apparent demand 
was of a substantial character. At Pitts- 
burg and Chicago, Philadelphia and New 
York. prices have generally advanced, 
thcugh irregularly, and in bar fron quota- 
tions appear a shade weaker. Bessemer pig 
has advanced 75 cents to $1, steel billets $1 
to $1.50, and plates and structural iron and 
steel and wire rods are stronger. Many 
reason that the advance may be maintain- 
ed, at least for a time,* because cost will 
rise if the strikes succeed, and if they fail, 
because of the demonstrated existence of a 
demand substantially equal to the full pro- 
duct of works thus far staried.. 

“The money markets have not been dis- 
turbed by the large outgo of gold, which 
was taken mainly from the treasury through 
redemption of notes. The continued flow 
of unemployed money hither is not a sign 
of health nor the outgo of gold instead of 
wheat at 61 cents, or cotton at 7.31 cents. 
The demand for commercial loans of the

HE 18 BURIED AT HAWKINSVILLE 


A Young Lady Scbooi Teacher Falls in a 
Pond of Water, and withiDif—i- 
culty Is Rescued. 


Macon, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—Long after 
the present generation has passed away the 
crime that Thomas G. Woolfolk’ committed 
will be one of the traditions of the times. 
He murdered nine persons with an ax in 
one night. His victims were his father, 
stepmother, grandmother, brothers and 
sisters. They sleep side by side in Rose 
Hill cemetery at Macon, but no monument 
marks their graves. A,monument, however, 
is about ™# be erected over the grave of the 
murderer in the cemetery at Hawkins- 
ville. It is now~ completed at the 
marble works of s. M. Hilliard 
in this city and will be shipped to 
Hawkinsville in a few days. On the slab 
is this inscription: 

“T G. Woolfolk, son of R. F. and Susan 
M. Woolfolk. Born June 18, 1860. Died Oc- 
tober 28, 1890.”’ 

It will be seen by the above that Wool- 
folk was in his thirty-first year when 
he met death on the scaffold. His two 
living sisters and aunt always expressed the 
belief that he was not the murderer of his 
kindred and they stood by him in all Lis 
in every possible way ‘ 
in his defense. The crime was committed 
in Bibb county near Macon. Successive 
trials exhausted the jury box here and his 
final trial was held at Perry, Houston 
He was hanged October 25, 159), 
in Houston, near Perry, and his body was 
carried to Hawkinsville, in Pulaski county, 
where he has relatives, and interred. 

s Jacobs in an Explosion. 

Mr. A. Jacobs had a narrow escape from 
fatal injuries this afternoon at Williams's | 
distillery. He lighted a match and pro- 
ceeded to look into an empty whisky bar- 
rel. Immediately there was an explosion 
and one of Mr. Jacobs’s hands was severely 
burned and his eyebrows and hair singed 
and his face scorched. The explosion made 
a loud report and threw Mr. Jacobs aown, 
At first it was thought he was killed, but 
later it was revealed that his injuries, while 
exceedingly painful, were not fatal. 

4 Fired and Fled. 

Information reached Macon this afternoon 
that Henry Mix, a young white man, aged 
Seventeen years, was shot and mortally 
wounded this morning by a negro named 
vim Knight on the place of Reuben Still, 
in Houston county, near Perry. The par- 
ties were engaged by Still, who told Mix to 
do some work, which would have entailed 
more labor on Knight. When Mix informed 
Knight of what Still had directed him to do 
Knight called Mix a liar, and said Still had 
given no such orders. Mix had an ax in 
his hand and told Knight if he cursed him 
again he would split his head «pen. Knight 
at once drew a pistol and fired. The ball 
entered Mix’s side, inflicting a fatal wound. 


- Peter Rape, a white man, attempted to ar- 


rest Knight and Knight fired twice at Rape, 
but neither ball took effect. He then fied 
and escaped and his whereabouts are un- 
known. :

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SILVER AND TARIFF. 


Captain Johnston Talks to the People of 
Mobile on Current Questions, 


NOT ATTACKING THE PRESIDENT 


Some of Mr. Cleveland’s Friends Do Not 
Distinguish Different Matters 
Very Easily. 


Mobile, Ala., May 3.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—At the Mobile theater tonight, be- 
fore perhaps the largest crowd asemblied in 
that “Old Drury,’’ Captain Joseph F. John- 
ston, democratic candidate for nomination ofr 
the governorship of Alabama, made his first 
speech to his Mobile friends. That their 
name is legion is testified by the fact that 
starding room only was at a premium long 
wefore the speaking began, and if cheers 
and applause are ahy indication, Johnston 
will walk away with a solid seventeen dele- 
gation from Mobile county. 

Captain Johnston arrived on the afternoon 
train from Montgomery, and a little later 


| proceeded to his committee headquarters, to 


confer with the chiefs. The enthusiasm of 
Clan Johnston, however, changeu iue con- 
ference into an impromptu reception of his 
political adherents, including battle-scarred 
veterans of the war, and many a survivor 
of those equaiy significant battles of peace, 
in which he led the Alabama democratic 
committee, and wrested the state from 
carretbag misgovernment and scalawag 
plunder. This spontaneous outpouring of 
the faith that is in them must have satis- 
fied the Johnston managers that their forces 
‘ endorse their rosy forecast of success in the 
coming contest. 

The largest recorded audience ever in the 
theater was in 1870, when amateurs played 
DeLeon’s “Hamlet Burlesque,’ for yellow 
fever sufferers, and jammed 1857 of the 
cream of Mobile into that building. Old 
citizens estimate tonight’s crowd as nearly 
as large; and they stood the heat, crowding 
and previous waiting with the good humor 
of sanguine victors. At sharp 8 o’clock the 
meeting was calied to order by Hon. Win- 
ston Jones, who is president of the cotton 
exchange, as well as of the Johnston exee- 
utive committee of this county. Mr. Jones 
deciared himself no speech-maker, but his 
hearers, of all shades of opinion, were con- 
vinced of his earnest sincerity when he 
Said that the meeting was called to endorse 
the position of the next governor of Ala- 
bama—to pledge to him the solid vote of 
Mobile county—and that his name was Jo- 
seph F. Johnston. He nominated Colonel 
Joseph Hodgson, ex-editor of The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser, and later of The Mobile 
Register, now registrar in chancery for Mo- 
bile county, chairman of the meeting. This 
was ratified by a roaring enthusiasm, as 
was the long and representative list of 
vice presidents and secretaries. 

Colonel Hodgson spoke well and in earnest 
of the responsibilities that would fall upon 
the next governor of Alabama; especially 
regarding the financial condition of the 
State and the necessity of avoiding further 
taxation; of the school and_ the convict 
Systems. He said that Joseph F. Johnston— 
the boy soldier and the peerless democratic 
leader of the state committee—was a self- 
made man. He had ¢arved his own. for- 
tune from the solid rock of poverty; had 
held the most. responsible positions and had 
proved himself a business man of’ broad 
views, great circumspection and of unsur- 
passed prudence. Colonel Hodgson said he 
and his associates had no censure for their 
Opponents; that they had no war to make, 
but only a grave duty to perform. That 
duty was to select the ablest—the most 
available—the soundest based man; and that 
man he introduced in Joseph F. Johnson, 
the next governor of Alabama. 

Captain Johnson Cheered. 

A prolonged and deafening thunder of 
applause greeted the candidate as he arose; 
it was taken up by the crowds without the 
building and Captain Johnston steod for 
some minutes unable to obtain a hearing 
for his speech. He said he had fought a 
hundred battles for his party—never one for 
himself. For twenty-five .years ‘he had 
been a fighter in the ranks of true democ- 
racy; had carried the flag into every bat- 
tle and had never failed to be called upon 
when fighting was to be done, and had nev- 
er failed to respond. Now, for the first 
time, he asked for any office, and now, for 
the first time, he was told he was not a 
democrat. 

Clearly, rapidly and vigorously he sketch- 
ed his democracy; said he. stood precisely 
where he-had stood always, and that if 
there was any point on which he differed 
from the administration, then the adminis- 
tration and not he had drifted away from 
the party and its fundamental piatform. 

Bold, dignified and calm was his review of 
the difference between the Cleveland read- 
ing of the platform and his own. He was 
not criticising the administration; not mak- 
ing war upon it; only exercising the God- 
given right of a freeborn democrat to differ 
with another democrat’s interpretation of 
what each might honestly believe to be the 
truth. He had been told that the people of 
Mobile county had been threatened with 
the government withdrawing its assistance 
to harbor and river improvements, if they 
did not nominate the administration can- 
didate. He could not conceive that they 
had been told this in earnest; could not 
conceive of any doctrine so monstrous and 
absurd as that the federal government 
could even hint its interference with a 


vengeance on the transgressor from its be- 
hests in a purely state matter. 
Not Attacking Cleveland, 

The state officers, the federal government, 
the senators and representatives were 
merely the servants of the people. They 
were to do the behests of the people as set 
down for them; not to play the role of 
bosses or dictators. He denied earnestly 
the charge that his canvass was an attack 
on Cleveland. He differed from some of the 
president’s views, as he had a perfect 
right to do; and he was frank enough not 
only to state that @fference, but also to de- 
tail his reasons for it. If that was treason, 
make the most of it. 

Captain Johnston then went on to define 
and explain clearly his views on the silver 
question. He cited the case of foreign 
countries as to the parity of the two metals; 
instancing France, where the silver was 
minted to the extent of $700,000,000 on a 


the per capita distrivution was $20. He had 
heard that if we opened our mints to freé 
coinage the silver of the world would flow 
in upon and crush us. Let it flow! That 
was the first time he ever heard of peoplé 
praying not to be allowed to have toc 
much money! As for tne intrinsic value of 
gold, he could not understand it. Upon 
what is the intrinsic value of anything 
based, further than in its uses for humian- 
ity; and—save for the artificial value we 
forced upon gold and its intrinsic value for 
filling teeth—this tlk was merely intrinsic 
humbug 
His Silwer Plank. 

As to depreciation of silver, "he argued 
tersely that it was‘ only parl passee with 
the depreciation of labor, of every stable, 
of real estate and of demand from over sup- 
ply. The silver dollar appreciated or depre- 
ciated under these changing conditions just 
as did the gold dollar. He stood on silver 
just where Grover Cleveland had stood 
when he put both feet on the democratic 
platform to step into the presidency. He 
was not one of those 16 for 1 democrats. 
who would. be a 20 to 1 democrat to avoid 


-a difficulty and thus meet it half way. If 


a 16 to 1 dollar was dishonest—what was 
a 20 to 1 dollar? It was only: the difference 
between grand larceny and petty larceny. 
If France was happy with her per capita 
of $20, with a 15% ratio, why could we 
not be? 

Leaving the question of silver, Captain 
Johnston touched forcibly the question of 
tariff, income tax and the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks. He showed that this tax 
was unjust, discriminating and illogical, 
instancing the pitiful subterfuge to which 
all banks had to resort during the late

Tribute to Morgan. 

Captain Johnston paid a high tribute tc 
Senator Morgan—standing like Saul, head 
and shoulders above the pigmy detractors 
about him, and the roar of applause that 
met this shook the theater for severa] 
seconds. He spoke pleasantly of his hon- 
orable competitor, Colonel Oates. He did 
not agree with him on financial points, bu‘ 
felt than honest men might differ honestly 
No slur would come from him on his com- 
petitor, for did Oates receive the nomina- 
tion, he (Johnston) would be in the very 
van, fighting for him and for democracy 
over the cohorts of the arch traitor, Kolb. 

For Kolb’s followers of 1890 and 1898 Cap- 
tain Johnston had not one harsh word tc 
say. They were mistaken and deluded, but 
they were good and true men—many of 
them being, to his personal knowledge, as 
good democrats as he is himself. He had 
no war to make on them; would only con- 
tinue to go—as he had already gone— 
among them, asking them to come back. 
He would beg them to return to their fath- 
er’s house: the door was open—come in! 
Enter, sit by the hearth, put your feet on 
the mantelpiece, if you will; spit on the 
hearth—only come back! Then he truth- 
fully and vigorously held up the shame of 
the recreaygt Alabamian, Kolb, crawling 
to Washington and asking Hoar, Cabot 
Lodge and the arch foes of the southern 
people for money to buy the votes of his 
compatriots for governor of Alabama. 

Captain JoA&nston spoke an hour and three 
quarters, receiving such attention as has 
rarely been accorded any speaker here at 
any time, and when he closed with a frank 
and irresistibly truthful expression of be- 
lief that his nomination was a certainty 
the vast audience roared itself hoarse and 
pledged him Mobile’s seventeen delegates 
with greatest enthusiasm. 

At this hour thecity is in a joyous hub- 
bub—bands serenading, bonfires burning 
and rockets shooting above. It is a political 
mardi gras, and eyen the Oates men enjoy 
it, if with a rather dry grin or two from 
would-be delegates.

There 
has been no meeting since, but the organ- 
ization has been kept together through 
an executive committee. Colonel W. lL. 
Glessner is the member of that committee 
for Georgia. 

“My position has been largely a 
nominal one. I am not a commissioner of 
immigration er anything of the sort, but I 
heve felt and continue to feel a deep in- 
terest in this question which is one of vi- 
tal importance to tht® south. Of course 
there are some immigrants we don’t want— 
some we wouldn’t have: but there are 
some classes we do want ond to a great 
extent the future development of our south- 
ern country depends on getting those peo- 
ple. My idea is that by getting our state 
officials and the heads of our railroad sys- 
tems together we can accomplish real {ood 
in this line. Heretofore the railroads have 
not done their share; I think now, however, 
they realize the importance of acting to- 
gether in this matter. 

‘No, I have no definite plan outlined. The 
best way to get at that is to get together in 
conference. It may be that one plan would 
not do for all sections of the south. How- 
ever, we will discuss all these points and 
will, 1 hope, get down: to something definite. 
Our convention will be held May 30th and 
will be in session two or three days. All 
the governors will be urged to be present 
and to bring along a delegation of state or- 
ficials and others interested in the subject. 
Then the railroad people will be there also. 
There's no definite roll of membership, but 
we hope to have a good attendance,”

County,Remains Unsettied. 


UNDER INDICTMENT FOR LARCENY 


He Declares That the County’s Money Was 
Stolen from Him—Judge Bartietta 
Witness in the Trial. 


Zebulon, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—The April 
adjourned term of Pike superior court 
which has been in session this week, ad- 
journed this morning. Judge Griggs, of the 
Pataula circuit, presided. The extra ses- 
sion of the court was appointed for. the 
trial of criminal cases in which Judge 
Hunt was disqualified. | 

The principal case was that of the state 
against FE. D. Matthews, who is charged 
With larceny after trust delegated. This 
case excited much interest throughout the 
county because of the nature of the offense 
anc the high character of the defendant. 
In 1889 Rey. C. W. Oliver, one of the best 
and purest men in the county, was elected 
tax collector. Being illiterate, he employed 
Mr. E. D. Matthews, a man good in figures, 
to assist him. On October 25, 1889, having 
made a round of several tax appointments, 
the collector un his assistant stopped at 
the home of Mr. Matthews and counted out 
$1,799. Leaving this amount with Mr. Mat- 
thews, Mr. Oliver left for his home with 
the understanding that they meet on the 
following Monday in Barnesville and pay 
over the same to the school commissioner. 
This was on Friday and Mr. Matthews 
claims that after supper that night, he was 
called out to his store, which he kept at 
home, and was seized by a white man 
and a negro, knocked down, stabbed and 
robbed of $1,765 of the tax monty. His theo- 
ry of the robbery was not accepted by a 
large number of the citizens, as the facts 
and circumstances did not seem to corrob.- 
rate it, and suspicion pointed to him as the 
guilty party. He was indicted and after 
several continuances:the case was brought 
to trial Wednesday morning. Judge Du- 
pree, of Zebulon, and Messrs. Daniel & 
Boynton, of Griffin, represented the. defend- 
ant, and E. W. Hammond, of Griffin, and 
Solicitor Beck represented the ,state. The 
case was ably argued by counsel on both 
Sides and at 1:30 o’clock p. m, yesterday 
Was given to the jury. This morning the 
jury notified the judge that they could not 
agree, whereupon Judge Griggs declared a 
mistrial and adjourned court.

The broad result of the international 
bimetallic congress, Which has been in 
session in London, ought to be exceed- 
ingly effective in strengthening and con- 
firming the views of the advocates of 
the free coinage of silver in this coun- 
try. The delegates to that congress, 
composed of the most . distinguished 
bankers, financiers and economists of 
Europe, urge with all the emphasis they 
can command, the principle of bimetal- 
lism, and employ in — furtherance of 
their views precisely the same arguments 
that the free coinage democrats of the 
south have been presenting for fifteen 
years—ever since, to be exact, the public 
found that John Sherman’s law of 1873 
closed our mints to the free coinage of 
silver. . 

We say, therefore, that every state- 
ment and argument made at the inter- 
national conference ought to strengthen 
and confirm the views of those who are 
urging our own people and our own goy- 
ernment to seize and apply this simple 
and natural remedy. The wisest students 
and the most experienced financiers of 
Europe are urging the governments 
there to act in the interests of Iurope. 
Why should not the people of the United 
States act in their own interests, and, 
by reopening their mints to the free coin- 
age of silver, relieve themselves of the 
burdens of the monetary crisis, and pre- 
cipitate a still more serious dislocation 
of interests between Great Britain and 
the silver standard countries?

compiain for several weeks. He recired to 
his bed night before last and appeared to 
be in the best of spirits) Hus cheerful dis- 
position afforded no clue of the nupending 
danger which threatened his life Letdre 
morning. 

Yesterday morning before his usual hour 
for awaking it was discovered that he had 
lost consciousness. Medical attention was 
hastily summoned, and it was ciscovered 
on investigation that his rignt side was 
paralyzed. The gravity of the situation 
was made at once apparent, and those etout 
him began to realize that there w.s very 
littie hope of his recovery. 

He continued ina_é very low eor.lition 
throughout the day, and as the evening ca- 
vanced there was little sign of any change 
or improvement in his condition.

As a business man, everylody 
regarded him as a prodigy vf su::cess, and 
when he met with reverses a se.1r or so 
ago, the pubiic scarcely b«'ieved that Jchn 
Falvey had failed. since that time Mr. Fal- 
vey has devoted himself to te work of re- 
gaining -his commervial independence, and 
was making rapigstrides in trat ¢trection 
when he was stricken with palu ysis yes- 
terday morning. 

Mr. Falvey was always a man of active 
mind, and took great interest ip pullic of- 
fairs. He was an energetic workcir in any 
campaign to which he committed himself.

He Gets Around the Quarter-Mile

over the one-quarter mile cement track in 
that city in 2.07 2-5, which is seven seconds 
faster than was ever ridden on a quarter- 
mile track before.

ATLANTA GRTS If. 


The Establishment of a Bonded Ware- 
house Secured at Last. 


A LETTER FROM COLONEL LIVINGSTON 


How the Warehouse Will Be Conducted. 
Altogethbera Matter o/ Private Enter- 
prise—Surveyor Stocker Talks. 


Atlanta will have a bonded warehouse. 

The efforts of Congressman Livingston 
have been successful, and before many 
days the merchants of Atlanta will have a 
place in which to store their imports. 

The surveyor of customs, Mr. Stocker, re- 
ceived notification from Washington yester- 
day that his application had met with a 
favorable consideration, and at the same 
time the manner ofestablishing and conduct- 
ing the warehouse was also outlined. 
Although Atlanta will receive the same 
benefits and the plan of operation to some 
extent is similar, there will be a radical dif- 
ference between the warehouse to be es- 
tablished and the one applied for and an- 
ticipated by Mr. Stocker. It was at first 
supposed that if the attempt to secure the 
warehouse was successful a large building 
would be erected by the government suit- 
able and. ample enough to store imports of 
any kind and that the business would be 
carried on by regularly employed govern- 
ment officials. 

This, however, will not be the case. The 
establishment of the warehouse will be a 
matter of private enterprise, and will in no 
way be conducted by the government. Just 
upon this point a letter of Secretary Hamlin 
to Congressman Livingston, which was 
afterwards forwarded to Surveyor Stocker, 
throws some light. The letter says: 

“For your information it is stated that 
the establishment of a bonded warehouse 
is altogether a matter uf private enterprise. 
At ports where there is available space in 
the custom house premises it may be used 
for the storage of imported merchandise in 
bond. Where such space is not available 
and there are no private bonded ware- 
houses, no other entry of merchandise in 
bond than that for consumption should be 
permitted, and if such an entry is not 
made upon the arrival of goods it is the 
duty of the chief of customs officers to 
take possession thereof apd to store the 
same in premises to be rented for the pur- 
pose, the rent and all other expenses to be 
charged against the goods.” 

“My interpretation of the matter,’’ said 
Mr. Stocker yesterday, -‘is that the govern- 
ment puts into my hands the privilege of 
appointing some one -who lives here to 
take charge of the warehouse receiving as 
compensation for it the rents paid in for 
storage. All imports coming into Atlanta 
will, after being appraised and unle@s taken 
away immediately, be stored in this bonded 
warehouse. This will be a great benefit 
our merchants who sell imported 
merchandise. When-.the warehouse is es- 
tablished goods can be ordered by them in 
large quantities and paid for as they are 
removed. There are merchantsin Atlanta— 
I know this from personal observation— 
whose business affairs are affected by the 
present method of getting their imports 
into the city. Hereafter all of these diffi- 
culties will be obviated and there will no 
longer be any inconvenience in obtaining 
things from abroad. 

“IT look upon this as a great step towards 

the success of our exposition and the gates 
are thrown open now for foreign exhibits. 
These exhibits as they arrive will be sent 
at once to the warehouse where they will 
be properly recorded and afterwards bonded 
out.”’ 
Mr. Stocker said that he had no idea 
under whose charge the warehouse would 
be pM&ced or where it would be situated. 
He has already received several applica- 
tions from c.fferent sources and some good 
houses have been offered for use. 

“There is one thing,’ continued Stocker, 
“that must not be neglected, the railroads 
also must be bcrded. ‘Only two roads enter- 
ing Atlanta have bonded themselves, and 
one of these brings in imports only in car 
load lots. What we want now, and what 
we must have, is the bonding of all the 
roads leading into the city, and especially 
of those roads from the coast. 

“For some time I have been in communi- 
cation with the authorities of several lines 
and I think that there will be no trouble in 
obtaining their co-operation just as soon as 
the warehouse. can be permanently es- 
tablished.”’
